Newcastle, Ind., March 7.— On the 
twentieth day of this month one ye ar 
will have rolled around sine© little 
Catherine 'W inters disappeared from 
her home in this city, leaving not the 
slightest clue to her 
whereabouts.

have apijieared in newspapers and on j 
moving picturue screen* from 
one j 
end cf the land to the other, her dis­ 
appearance is the mystery it was on i 
the day her distracted parents 
be- : 
gan the search. 
Catherine W inters was nine years I 
old utile time of her disappearance j 
and was declared by all who knew I 
her to 
be an 
unusually intelligent 
'for a child of her years. 
.She wits 
a daughter of Dr. and Mrs. W. A. 
Winters, well known aud respected 
residents of Newcastle. 
The 
child 
was last seen in the vicinity of her 
home ai aoout noon on March ISO, I 
191i3, 
At th at time she dropped o u t 
of sight as mysteriously aa if tile j 
earth had opened up and swallowed 
her. 
For an entire year Dr. 
Winters 
has been engaged in a continuous j 
search for his lost child. 
He has 
traveled over a large section of the 
oountry and haa visited every place 
whence carne reiixirts of anything that 
resembled a clu^ to the whereabouts 
of the little girl. 
Only a week ag o 
he returned to his hom e here after a 
fruitless trip to Arkansas where it 
was reported th at a child resembling 
Catherine W inters had l»eHn found. 
A peculiar feature of the case is 
that neither the parents nor friends 
of the family have ever entertained 
any other than tile kidnaping theory 
as a solution of the mystery. 
Their 
firm belief that the child wag kid­ 
naped seems to be shared also by the 
authorities who 
have 
investigated 
the case, despite the fact that a m o­ 
tive as well as evidence of kidnaping 
appear to in? lacking. 
But those who hold to the kidnap­ 
ing theory argue that the little girl 
must either have been kidnaped or 
killed, and as it is incredible thai 
a child who was known to nearly 
every person In town could have met 
death in any m anner in broad day­ 
light without leaving a trace of the 
tragedy, the kidnaping theory seems 
to ofter tile only reasonable expla­ 
nation of the disappearance. 
On the other hand, there was no 
apparent 
motive 
for kidnaping the 
child. 
While Dr. Winters is posses­ 
sed of m oderate means his wealth 
is scarcely sufficient to 
attract

seeker after ransom. 
Furtherm ore, 
there has never been any demand up­ 
on him tor ransom money since the 
child distr pea red, excepting by per­

The gypsy theory has been refuted 
by

cinity last March. 
'A theory at first 
entertained that the grandmother or 
other relatives of the child living in 
Wisconsin might have been concern­ 
ed in her disappearance likewise was 
proven

foundation.

supposed clues led to Michigan, to 
Iowa. and even to the Pacific North­ 
west, but nothing came of 
them. 
T he offer of liberal rewards 
have 
brought no result. 
A special grand 
jury investigation of the case failed 
to develop any Information of value. 
State and county authorities and the 
fraternal order* which Dr. Winters 
belongs have lent their aid in the 
search. 
Dr. Winters, despite his long and 
fruitless search, still appears confi­ 
dent that 
little Catherine will

From the time we landed In Cairo 
in August up to Ja n u a ry the regi­ 
m ent was kept pretty iiusy drilling 
squad, company, battalion and regi­ 
mental drills and doing all sorts of 
guard duty around Cairo and Mound 
City, Illinois, and across the Missis­ 
sippi at (Bird's Point, Missouri. 
All 
this time 
other Illinois 
regiments 
were gathering at Cairo, drilling and 
being moulded into a great fighting 
machine. 
Gnant 
was there and in 
command of all the troops and after 
a long period of anxious expectancy 
it began to look 
as if something 
would soon be doing and the demor­ 
alizing tedium of inactivity was at 
last to give way to something that 
partook of the real thing in the w»ay 
of the grim visaged article. 
On the 
night of the 6th of November, *61, 
preparations were made for a dem­ 
onstration ag ain st Belmont, Mo., a 
little 
village opposite 
Columbus 
Ky., some 20 miles below Cairo. 
A 
number of transports, convoyed by 
a small fleet 
of gunboats, 
were 
loaded with troops «and on the m o rn ­ 
ing of the 7th dropped down the 
river and came to halt a mile or 
two above 
Belmont, 
whore the 
troops landed and moved in battle 
array on a camp of Johnnies oppo­ 
site Columbus. 
Along In the after­ 
noon 
the 
sullen 
boom of cannon 
could be heard 
at Cairo and we 
knew the battle was on. 
At first 
the boys swept 
everything before 
them, hut large reinforcements were 
speedily sent by Gen. Leonidas Polk, 
in command of the rebel forces at 
Columbus, and who in June, 1864, 
was killed by a Union shell at Ken­ 
esaw Mountain, Ga., were compelled 
to withdraw. 
T h e purpose of the 
expedition was to 
keep reinforce­ 
ments from being sent to Fort Hen­ 
ry, on the Tennessee river, and Fort 
Donelson on the Cumberland river, 
some 12 miff** distant. 
The troops 
composing 
this 
little 
expedition 
were mostly from 
Illinois 
among 
which were the 22nd, 27th aud the 
31st regiments ami the 7th Iowa, 
all infantry organizations. 
Compa­ 
ny K of the 2 7th, was recruited In 
lacksonVille and Morgan county and 
its first captain was Abraham J. Ho­ 
garth, and the first lieutenant was 
Horace Chapin, who was promoted 
to captain of Co. D, and left his good 
right leg on the fatal field of Chicka­ 
mauga. September 19, 1863, where 
Col. Win. Kin man of the 115th Illi­ 
nois laid down his life for the flag 
he loved. 
Belmont was a small af­ 
fair compared to the

batties that were to follow, but this 
grand old 27th Illinois covered itself 
with glory and won enduring fame

Murray1 of Christian 
county, committed suicide at 
the 
Jacksonville Slate Hospital 
Satur­ 
day afternoon at 2 o’clock by drin k ­ 
ing carbolic acid. 
He had been a 
former patient at the hospital and 
left last November. 
He was being 
re-admitted 
yesterday 
when 
he 
drank the fatal lotion. 
According 
to the testimony of Sam C. Crispin, 
supervising nurse, he was preparing 
to give the man a bath. 
Both men 
were in the bath room and Mr. Cris­ 
pin had turned his back to the pati­ 
ent and was adjusting a window. I 
When lie turned around the man 
was drinking from a vial. 
The a t ­ 
tendant knocked it out of his hand 
and noticed that it was labelled car­ 
bolic acid. 
He at once notified Dr. 
Lowe, who arrived in five minutes. 
Every possible means was taken to 
counteract the poison <bqt the pati­ 
ent died about forty minutes later. 
According to the testimony the bot­ 
tle contained a label of a druggist 
with the following name, J. E. Sch­ 
neider, Druggist, 112 Locust street, 
Pana, III. 
Mr. Murray was 53 years 
of age and married.
